Scientific satellite to study phenomena 


VANDENBERG 
AFB (UPI »-A 
satellite designed to help scientists 
understand such phenomena as the 
Northern Lights was in polar orbit 
today and is expected to send back 
information lor at least six months. 
The satellite, with a 32-footlong 
solar power cell that unwinds like a 
window shade, was launched Sunday 
atop a Thor-Agena rocket. 
The 
spacecraft, 
capable 
of 
responding to 248 different ground 
commands, will transm it data to 
tracking 
stations 
throughout the 
world 
Lockheed Missiles & Space Co. 
was the prime contractor for the 
Department of Defense space test 
program satellite The firm said the 
largest experiment aboard was a 
220-pound solar array capable ol 
producing 1.500 watts ot electrical 


power from the sun s energy. 
The instruments aboard will radio 
back information on high energy 
particles, solar power production, 
the effect ot sun storm s on polar 
phenomena, 
satellite 
com m unications 
and 
celestial 
sphere m easurem ents 
The most complicated experiment 
aboard is a low and high energy 
particle detector, 
which 
has 
19 
individual 
instruments 
to collect 
data on proton, alpha and electron 
particles 
that 
enter 
the 
upper 
atmosphere 
A new device, an earth reflecting 
ionospheric sounder, sends nut high 
frequency signals to the ground in 
the regions of the north and south 
poles. The signals are reflected back 
to the satellite and are expected to 
help in the understanding ot the 


effect of solar storm s on polar 
phenomena such as the Northern 
Lights. 
The 32 by 6 foot power cell was 
rolled up in a cylinder at launch. It 


unrolled like a window shade to its 
full size when the satellite reached 
orbit. The array has a system that 
keeps it always facing the sun for 
maximum power output.

Prime Minister Golda Meir and her cabinet held a two- 
hour meeting Sunday night Discussions centered around 
recent Israeli-American contacts, and particularly the 
question ot the Phantom jets, the sources said 
Israel has been asking tor the jets to oft set the buildup ol 
the Egyptian military bv the Soviets However, the United 
States has been holding off granting the jets. 
Last week, in light of additional Soviet aid promised to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat during a visit to Moscow. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers indicated the 
Phantoms will be delivered. There has been no official 
word, although 78 senators Friday asked the government to 
grant delivery ot the supersonic jet t lghterbombers. 
Deputy Government Secretary Michael Nir said alter the 
cabinet meeting 
the prime minister expressed the hope 
the Phantom supplies will be renewed w ithout delay. 
Government sources said Mrs Meir so far has not 
received word trom the I nited States that the Phantoms 
will he forthcoming 
They added that the government 
expected to receive the guarantees soon, but did not 
elaborate. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban. in a speech to the 
American Jewish Congress in New York, said Sunday 
Israel is more con!ident in its general destiny than it was 
tour years ago at the time of the 1967 war 
Despite the lack of a settlement. Eban said. Israel may 
still hope to grow and even to flourish within the attempted 
siege 
by the Arab nations He added that now 
Israel has 
a stronger international position than lour years ago. 
In Beirut, an Arab guerrilla spokesman said that two 
Israeli soldiers were killed and two others wounded when a 
mine planted by the guerrillas went oil Saturday in the 
Israeli-occupied Golan Heights.

Only a minute percentage 
of the s a i d one million 
Frenchwomen who undergo 
abortion every year can af­ 
ford to have it done abroad 
or in a plush clinic. The re­ 
mainder have recourse to 
more or less reputable medi 
cal men. And more generally 
to more or less competent 
certified midwives, operat­ 
ing in a backroom, often 
with risk of grave infection 
and eventual sterility. 
A woman found guilty of 
practicing 24 abortions dur­ 
ing the occupation was guil­ 
lotined in July 1943 without 
a protest raised in her de­ 
fense. Under existing law a 
woman 
risks 
f r o m 
six 
months to two years im­ 
prisonment and fines rang­ 
ing from $100 to $1,000. 
One present day estimate 
is that of over eight and one- 
h a 1 f million Frenchwomen 
between the ages of 18 and 43, 
four million represent a total 
of six million abortions. 
Le Nouvel O b s e r v a t e u r 
pointed out that abortion is 
openly available in Japan, 
Russia, Hungary and some 
states in the United States. 


Britain’s system, like that 
of

countries, requires the con­ 
sent 
of 
two 
doctors 
for 
“medical or social reasons.” 
Switzerland, which had the 
reputation of providing easy 
means of abortion with no 
questions asked, 
(provided 
naturally the patient was 
able to supply the where­ 
withal) naturally collected a 
clientele of wealthy women 
from other countries, now it 
has 
stricter 
supervision. 
Several cantons, particular­ 
ly Berne, refuse to allow 
abortions save for Swiss cit­ 
izens. 
An active barrister and re­ 
formist, Maitre Annemane 
Dourlen-Rollier is lobbying 
to change the law here in 
France on several grounds, 
principally for freedom for 
a woman to decide her own 
destiny while setting out the 
claim that a large percentage 
of secondary sterility cases 
is caused by defective abor­ 
tions. 
From an idealistic point 
of view, it is well known that 
even in Communist countries 
abortion in its lime has been 
tolerated, legalized, declared 
criminal. As is now the case 
in Romania, where it was 
once tolerated, it has be­ 
come once again a criminal 
offense.

Being a ballplayer several cuts above most of the others. 
Roberto Clemente generally is pestered more than most, so 
it wasn t exactly a novel experience tor him to be 
confronted by a shabbily dressed, worried looking man 
outside the Pittsburgh ballpark one day. 
The man said he was hungry and didn't have any money, 
but he didn t care about that. What he did care about was 
his wite and children They were hungry, too. and had 
nothing to eat 
Roberto Clemente, who grew up poor in his native Puerto 
Rico, has heard a lot ot stories like that He has dug down 
into hi' pocket many times and given people money. 
This man s story touched him particularly though and he 
told his good triend. Phil Dorsey, a mail handler in one ol 
Pittsburgh's post offices whom he has known 16 years, he 
wished to do something tor the man and he wished to do it 
right away. 
Roberto had a lot ot other things to do that day but he- 
Jropped everything to help this man. Dorsey says. 
I remember the onlv thing that mattered to him was 
that the man s family was hungry. So he took the man and 
went to one ot these supermarkets and bought so much 
meat and groceries that they had to get a wagon to carry it 
all. This happened some time ago The man Roberto did all 
this tor was almost in tears But he never saw or heard 
trom the man again. 
An episode like that easily could account tor someot the 
cynicism or acerbity people say they discover in the 
sensitive 37-year-old Pirates superstar, who out-played 
everybody else in the 1971 World Series while leading 
Pittsburgh to the world championship with a fancy 414 
batting figure and an equally superlative defensive job But 
an episode like that isn't the entire explanation ot what 
makes Clemente the way he is. 


He becomes upset, irritable and annoyed so much for the 
same reason most other people do. He wishes to receive 
due recognition for what he has done and is still doing. The 
tact i' he doesn't get all that recognition The tact is nobody 
ever really does. 
All my life I worked hard. 
Roberto Clemente says. 
Some things do not matter to me. but in the field of sports 
is where I want to be recognized 
Aren't you?" someone asked him 
W hen they write about me there s always a but . 
he 
said “ Most ot the stories written about me are sarcastic I 
don t know why I try to conduct my life the right way. 1 
know a lotta players who are wild oft the field. I mean wild. 
But when you read about them you'd think they were Jesus 
Christ. You see the way I'm playing in this World Series ' I 
play the same way all season long When I retire I want 
people to know I gave everything I had I see tellas playing 
ball who try hard, but nobody tries harder than you 
There is no question Roberto Clemente, owner ot a .320 
lifetime average in the majors, tries so hard that he nearly 
busts an intestine Good as he is. though —even great as he 
is —he still can t say conclusively that he tries harder than 
anyone. 
it onlv seems that way to him and that s why Roberto 
Clemente is the ballplayer he is. 
A tipott on him is one ot the things he does with his ott- 
time. 
I work with ceramics, 
he said, “ and the best part of 
ceramics is when somebody asks you who made it. 
you 
say I did ‘ 
That s Roberto Clemente all over. 
In another couple ot years after he s through playing, 
he 11 be going into baseball s Hall ot Fame. The rules tor 
getting in there never have really been specifically defined 
except that a candidate must be retired trom active 
competition at least five years. It also helps to have been an 
extraordinary performer and a good sportsman 
On those last two counts alone. Roberto Clemente can 
easilv be voted in todav.

And the UNA- 
USA concedes that it is un­ 
likely the coalition proce­ 
dure would be useful in any 
major crisis. (‘‘A n y b o d y 
who thinks the United Na­ 
tions can resolve major dif­ 
ferences between the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
is talking about a day that 
has not yet arrived in world 
politics,” Katzenbach says.) 
The panel report admits 
that the admission of Peking 
to the Security Council ‘‘may 
introduce an impediment, 
possibly temporary, to the 
further development of the 
Security Council’s primary 
role in political and security 
issues.” Which means that 
the Chinese just may turn 
things into a shambles for 
awhile. 
Nor has there been any 
tangible proof that the na­ 
tions of the world, the United 
States included, are inter­ 
ested in giving up the in­ 
creased powers the sugges­ 
tions entail, though Katzen­ 
bach contends those powers 
are not great and that the 
demands of internal politics, 
which require solutions to 
international problems, will 
force many c o u n t r i e s to 
work with the United Na­ 
tions machinery w h e t h e r 
they want to or not. 
But, Katzenbach argues, 
there isn’t all that much to 
lose. 
“The United Nations has 
already lost a lot of impor­ 
tance in the last decade,” he 
says. “If we don’t do some­ 
thing about it, it will just get 
less and less relevant.”

Byrd questioned 


WASHINGTON — The scenario of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States as a political football is ugly 
and demeaning. The report that 
President Nixon intends to nominate 
Sen. 
Robert C. 
Byrd of 
West 
Virginia to one of the vacancies on 
the court is profoundly disturbing to 
all who prize the institution as a 
bulwark of justice and freedom.

highest tribunal in the land He has

judicial 
expe ri enc e 
whatsoever. 


So far as the record 
shows he has never 
practiced law nor is 
there any indication 
of his admission to

Columbia or in his 
n a t i v e 
W e st 
Virginia 


He got his law degree through six 
years 
of 
part-tim e 
study 
at 
American University while serving 
in Congress 
The report is that the President 
will send Byrd's name with five or 
six others to the American Bar 
Association for their rating. The 
ABA has three broad categories: (1 > 
qualified, <2> not opposed and <3i 
not 
qualified. 
While 
one 
may 
question the propriety ol asking the 
trade union to pass on the fitness of 
one of the legal profession, the 
system has the merit of judgment 
by those with expert knowledge 
Byrd's membership in the Ku 
Klux Klan and his service as an 
organizer is being equated with the

Justice 
Hugo 
L. 
Black's 
connection with the Klan. Black, as 
an ambitious young politician in 
Alabama in the 1920s. had a brief 
membership 
which 
he 
later 
repudiated In the 1940s Byrd had an 
active role in the Klan in West 
Virginia with a target of Roman 
Catholicism at least as important as 
the animus toward the blacks. 


The Democrats have a heavy 
responsibility in this m atter. A 
majority 
ol 
Senate 
Democrats 
elected Byrd as deputy leader in a 
contest 
with 
Sen 
Edward 
M 
Kennedy of Massachusetts They did 
this knowing his record ot opposition 
to 
civil 
rights 
measures, 
with 
southern votes tipping the sc ale. 
Now his friends in the Senate 
seem only too anxious to have him 
move to the court. On the left Sen. 
George McGovern hastened to give 
Bvrd his endorsement 
Sen 
Sam 


Ervin of North Carolina came in 
with his hurrah, adding the cynical 
observation that Byrd would surely 
be 
confirmed 
since 
so 
many 
senators would like his job 


The scenario has another sharper 
political twist. Gov. Arch A. Moore 
Jr. of West Virginia, a Republican, 
would name one of his own party to 
till Byrd's seat until the election in 
1972 should Bvrd go to the court 
This would change the Democratic 
Majority from 55-45 to 54-46 Moore, 
with ambitions to run for the Senate 
himself next year, would have little 
chance to defeat Byrd who has won 
the highest vote totals in the history 
of the state. 
The knowledge of Justice Black s 
membership in the Ku Klux Klan 
came out after his nomination and 
confirmation 
by the Senate. 
It 
caused a loud outcry. He had been a 
senator 
and. 
while 
there 
was 
grumbling on the right over his lack 
of judicial experience and his strong 
liberal bent, his conhrmation was 
never in doubt if only because of the 
senate's club-like spirit. Whether 
membership in the Klan would have 
been an impediment if it had been 
known, no one can say. 


Black went on to become one of 
the most-distinguished justices in 
the history ot the court, quickly 
overruling 
early 
doubts ot 
his 
capacity. This could be true of Byrd, 
who has proved tireless and able as 
Senate Whip 
But the immediate and urgent 
need of the court is tor a nominee 
who can command respect. That is 
to sav, a nominee who would not 
raise the dust ot angry controversy 
as Byrd surely would not m atter 
what the final count in votes on his 
nomination 
There are such men 
with judicial experience and broad 
back ground in the law. 
The present seven-man Supreme 
Court is a sufficient reason for 
quickly filling the two vacancies 
with justices who can pull their 
weight in the boat and help to 
restore confidence in an institution 
battered 
by the political tides. 
Decisions of a seven-man court 
divided tour to three could call for 
reargument before a full court, with 
a reversal in a five-to-four decision. 
The law's delay is grim enough 
without such a handicap.

It is cold these nights and I wake 
up at 3 a.m. and snap on the electric 
blanket.

pediment ot the fence before the 
White House. That does it. One 
minute past three. What are they 
doing out there? What am I doing 
here in bed ? 
They are the last remnants ot the 
antiwar demonstrations. They keep 
their vigil 24 hours a day, rain or 
shine, hot or cold. They have been at 
it about 150 days now. They are 
q u i e t :

auspices of the Quakers but most of 
them.

stampeded or see the leaders, and 
was going to watch the tootball 
game on television 
And this is all that is left A group 
ot 30 or 40 or so. People like this 
always take contributions.

“The worst time is when it rains, 
says Paul Goodwin. He is an ex­ 
sergeant from Vietnam and wears 
an army tatigue jacket. “ When it's 
cold you can walk around But rain!

He has been 
hitchhiking from California. Has 
been on the road a long time but 
came to a halt here. He liked it — 
men, women, blacks, whites — they 
seemed to respect each other. 
The sun was shining across on 
Lafayette Park with the fountain 
playing on the White House lawn and 
the acorns popping down on the 
sidewalk. The group had a few 
signs: "D ear Mom and Dad — Your 
silence is killing me ... in Vietnam, 
on campus, in the Streets. 
The 
longest one was spread out like a 
scroll and began. “ We utterly deny 
all outward wars and strife..." It 
was 
signed 
“George 
Fox, 
1st 
Quaker; year 1661. 
How silly can you get'.' Let's see. 
that was 310 years ago, and wars 
haven't stopped since and they won t 
either. I turned over in bed but I 
couldn’t get to sleep. There was the 
boy 
who 
said 
his 
name 
was 
“ Gypsy." He had troubled eyes. 
“ Your first name’' 
I asked “ju st 
Gypsy.' " he said brusquely, as 
though it was none of my business, 
which it w asn t He was down from 
Montreal, he said, aged 17 
He 
looked as though something inside 
hurt him; he said his brother had 
come back from Vietnam and they 
were all so glad to see him, only one 
ot his arm s stopped at the wrist. He 
glared at me. ' i ’m here for him," 
he said shortly, and turned away. 
The war is all over — everybody
